W ASHINGTON (Al*) — President .Johnson sa y s 
his bombshell announcement that “I shall not seek and 
I will not accept" nomination tor another term is ‘com­ 
pletely irrevocable.” 
Johnson voiced his emotion-packed pronouncement 
in a television-radio address to the nation Surday night. 
Then he met with newsmen in the W hite Housing living' 
quarters and sought to 
dispel any suspicion 
that he 
m ight change his mind or succumb to a draft. 
To do this, he used the phrase “completely irrevo­ 
cable.” 
Left unanswered was

A final judgm ent by the In­ 
dians 
Claims 
Commission, 
Washington, D.C., has awarded 
$932,620 to the Grand River 
Band of Ottawa Indians, who 
were 
represented 
in 
their 
claims by Atty. Jam es Fitzhar- 
ris of Escanaba. 
The settlem ent had been ap­ 
proved earlier by both the Com­ 
missioner of Indian Affairs and 
the 
Ottawas, 
and 
the 
final 
judgm ent was made by the 
Commission on March 27. 
The claims in the case arose 
out of the U.S. treaty with the 
Grand River Band of the O t­ 
tawa Indians, on Aug. 29, 1821; 
but 
because 
of 
conflicting 
claims it was incorporated w’ith 
others for purposes of trial. 
On Dec. 23, 1964, the Com­ 
mission entered an interlocu­ 
tory order making a separate 
award to the Ottawas in the 
sum of $932,620 “for and on be­ 
half of the Grand River Band 
of Ottawa Indians as such Band 
was constituted on March 25, 
1882, the date the aforesaid 
treaty was ratified.” 
The 
Ottawa 
Indians, 
with 
Robert Dominic the representa­ 
tive of all the members of the 
blood of the Ottawa tribe as 
chairman 
and 
chief 
of 
the 
Northern Michigan Ottawas As­ 
sociation, met at Petoskey on 
Oct. 16, 1965, and approved the 
settlem ent at their annual ses­ 
sion. 
Atty. Fitzharris, legal counsel 
for the Indians in their claims

plained the treaty claims to the 
Indian group. This was fol­ 
lowed by the vote of 81 to 
nothing by the Ottawas in ap­ 
proval of the settlement.

President Johnson’s withdrawal from the Presiden­ 
tial campaign in the climax of a peace bid talk to the 
nation and to the world on Sunday evening changes — 
or should change — the campaign. 
Political commentators who rushed in to try and 
Interpret the blockbuster surprise of the President’s re- 
fusal to be a candidate for a second Democratic nomina­ 
tion for the Presidency, thought he might try to throw 
the ball to Vice President Hubert Humphrey. 
This would be a political courtesy and might get 
the President off the hook of opposing Senators Ken­ 
n edy and McCarthy, in a way, but as we view it, it is the 
farthest thing from his mind. 
President Johnson’s desire for peace in Vietnam is 
genuine. For those who may regard him as the complete 
political man and no altruist, this need pose no problem, 
for no capstone on his political career could compare 
with the making of peace in Vietnam. His inability to 
achieve it has been his greatest defeat, as his escalation 
of the war appears to have been his greatest blunder. 
*

Now, in his last year in the President’s office, he 
says that he will not permit the presidency to become 
iiivoived in partisan discussion in this political year. He 
will devote himself to peace and avowedly* put himself 
above the partisan combat that has brought LL S. Sena­ 
tors Eugene McCarthy (D-Minnesota) and Robert Ken­ 
nedy (D-New York) into announced opposition to his re­ 
nomination by the Democrats. 
Their chief reason for opposing their fellow Demo­ 
crat, the President, is that they believe that he is caught 
in an Asian var from which he cannot extricate the 
United States and that to make peace we must have a 
change of administration. 
To try again for peace the President announced a 
de-escalation of the war, at the same time taat he called 
up more troops and announced the need for more billions 
of spending on the war.

Senator Walter Mondale (D-Minnesota) said that 
President Johnson’s withdrawal from the campaign may 
accomplish (for peace) what he couldn’t when political 
considerations poisoned the discussion. Bul th ic is hope­ 
ful daydreaming. The President’s withdrawal will be as 
big a suiprise to North Vietnam as was the Tet offensive 
to the United 
States and 
it would be 
surprising if 
it did not encourage the communist belligerency rather 
til an reduce it 
A Hanoi version 
of the announcement 
is almost 
certain to be: We’ve forced the President of the United 
States to quit! 
Senator Clifford Case (R-New Jersey) put a sure 
political finger on the situation. There is now, he sug­ 
gested, a chance for the American political system to 
show its strength.

The candidacies of Senators McCarthy aud Kennedy 
and of Vice President Nixon against President Johnson 
are now invalid. They can no longer find their chief vo­ 
ter strength in being against something — President 
Johnson’s escalation of the war. They must now be for 
something. In the case of Richard Nixon, he approves 
in principle of what the Johnson Administration has 
been doing in the war, but he has some further thoughts 
on achieving a settlement which he plans to spell out 
during the campaign. 
The revolutionary new political situation created by 
the President’s withdrawal is one which could shake up 
partisan voting violently. It is the sort of thing which 
must make the American people wish that their na­ 
tional political conventions were open forums which 
chose nominees from among their best men, rather than 
tableaux which reward those who have played political 
pattycake most expertly while the nation bleeds in a 
foreign war and fears involvement in a world holocaust. 
America’s problem is that it has reappraised the 
war, but that it has not yet reappraised its political es­ 
tablishment to implement the reappraisal.

Billboard Alley 
Battle Creek Enquirer A News 
There’s some enchanting scenery along 1-94 in South 
Central Michigan, but it’s rapidly disappearing behind 
billboards. 
Marshall Township Supervisor Charles W. Quick, 
whose township is severed by the highway, reports that 
most available sign space along the relatively new high­ 
way already has been taken. 1-94 is becoming another 
“billboard alley.” 
Not that there aren’t regulations. The state im­ 
poses minimal standards and some townships, such as 
Marshall, Emmett and Battle Creek Township, set tough­ 
er rules. The better township zoning ordinances regulate 
the size and construction of billboards and allow anlv 
two of them per mile, set at least 1,300 feet apa ii. 
One trouble is that some of the regulations came 
too late. 
The present state law is so weak as to raise sus­ 
picion that the billboard industry had a hand in writing 
it. 
The federal act provides that IO per ce.it of federal 
highway funds are to be withheld beginning Jan. I from 
any state which the secretary of commerce determines 
to have failed to impose effective controls in further­ 
ance of the act. But the State Highway Department 
spokesman said the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads has 
assured the department that Michigan will not be pen­ 
alized in 1968. 
lf this is an example of the way the federal gov­ 
ernment is enforcing its own law. then Washington 
must share part of the blame for the defacing of high­ 
way roadsides. 
Strict regulations are a friend, not an enemy, of 
the advertising industry. Advertising men who once 
grumbled over Battle Cre-1: Township’s tough sigil or­ 
dinance later sang its praises. They told the township 
zoning administrator that the measure lessened compe­ 
tition among signs, stimulated better looking signs and 
made billboard space more available. 
It will soon be too late to save 1-94 from becoming 
a “billboard alley,” but there is surely time to spare 
South Central Michigan’s newest superhighway, T-69. 
from this fate. If nothing else, the bitter lessons of 1-94 
should prevent these mistakes from being repeated.

Crucial: Stokes 


DETROIT (AP) — “In this 
country today there is no more 
urgent business than the urban 
crisis....the greatest challenge 
in domestic affairs that Amer­ 
icans have faced during this 
century,” Cleveland Mayor Carl 
B. Stokes said Sunday. 
In a speech before the Na­ 
tional School Boards Association 
the Negro mayor detailed the 
advances his city has made in 
attempting 
“to overcome the 
deficits accumulated through a 
quarter 
century 
of 
neglect 
and abandonment.” 
The most crucial problem for 
Cleveland and other cities across 
the country, 
Stokes 
said, 
is 
school financing. He called for 
much more money from federal 
government and from state gov-; 
ernment with the money being 
distributed on a more equitable 
basis. 
One is a new breakfast pro­ 
gram which, Stokes said, every 
school day morning provides 
breakfast to more than 25,000 
children. 
Another is a Supplementary 
Educational 
Center 
w h e r e 
Stokes said, ‘‘Daily several hun­ 
dred children from all over the 
city, including parochial schools 
white and Negro, come toget­ 
her and study and establish 
new contacts with other children 
who they would not be likely to 
associate with in their normal 
patterns.” 
S t o k e * 
said 
Cleveland’s 
schools 
have 
increased 
their 
courses in vocational education 
by more than 300 per cent since 
1964. 
They also established a job 
placement 
office 
which 
has 
placed in full-time jobs more 
than 96 per cent of the inner- 
city high school graduates who 
entered the job market, Stokes 
said. 
In a school system where 
there were no libraries in ele­ 
mentary schools in 1964. Stokes 
said more than 
IOO libraries 
have been opened since then.

Boost Proposed 
State Rep. Charles H. Var- 
num (R-Manistique) says that 
the House will soon consider a 
bill increasing state employe’s 
retirement benefits and tying 
the benefits to the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
HB 2123 was reported out 
from the House Appropriations 
Committee 
before 
the 
final 
deadline. 
“The bill increases the basic 
yearly benefit by $20 multiplied 
by the number of years of ser­ 
vice,” Varnum said. If the bill 
passes, a retired person would 
receive $60 times his service in­ 
stead of $40 times the years. 
In its present form, the mini­ 
mum 
years 
to 
qualify 
for 
benefits is set at 15. However, 
we are working to lower that 
to IO so more employes will be 
covered. 
The 
maximum 
for 
benefits is 30 years. 
“This means,” Varnum said, 
“that an employe with 15 years 
would realize an increase from 
$600 to $900 per year in bene­ 
fits. A state employe with 30 or 
more years would be eligible 
for an immediate increase from 
$1,200 to $1,800 per y ear” 
Retirement benefits in the 
bill would change each year if 
there is a change in the federal 
consumer 
price 
index.
